That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  stockholders  that  the  business  in- 
terests of  this  Railroad  will  be  best  subserved  by  continuing  in  office 
the  present  executive  head  of  the  Company,  under  whose  successful 
management  this  Company  has  been  put  upon  a  dividend  paying 
basis,  to  the  great  benefit  both  of  the  State  and  private  stockholders.

President's    Report. 


To   the    Stockholders    of   the   Atlantic   and   North    Carolina   Railroad 

Gomppmv: 
Gentlemen  : — 

In  submitting  to  you  our  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  your 
Road  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  of  its  physical  condition,  and 
the  financial  condition  of  your  Company,  we  believe  that  it  cannot 
fail  to  give  you  pleasure.  We  think  that  the  present  year  will  mark 
a  bright  era  in  the  history  of  your  Company,  which  we  trust  will 
prove  but  a  harbinger  of  better  results  in  the  future. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  our  Treasury  showed  a  cash  balance 
of  $ 43, 488. 51.  This  amount  we  think  will  be  increased  by  September 
1st  to  more  than  $50,000.  This  balance  is  not  the  result  of  loans,  but 
is  a  steady  accumulation  from  the  earnings  of  the  Road,  and  we  think 
that  an  examination  of  previous  reports  will  show  that  no  such  cash 
balance  has  been  exhibited  since  your  Road  was  constructed. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable,  at  an  early  day,  to 
declare  a  dividend  of  one  and  a  half  or  two  per  cent.,  which  we  think 
can  be  done  without  embarrassment  to  the  Company,  and  without 
hindering  us  from  making  such  other  additions  and  improvements  as 
our  necessities  may  require. 

Our  motive  power  and  rolling  stock  have  been  added  to,  and  still 
the  increasing  traffic  of  the  road  demands  further  additions.  We 
have  contracted  for  the  delivery  of  twenty  20-ton  flat  cars  during 
September  next,  which  are  greatly  needed  to  meet  the  demands  of 
our  increased  traffic. 

The  following  comparative  statement  from  the  books  of  the  Audi- 
tor, during  the  last  six  years,  will  show  you  what  has  been  accom- 
plished, showing  a  gradual  but  steady  growth  of  business  of  the  last 
three  over  the  previous  three  years,  and  the  promises  of  the  future 
are  sufficiently  bright  to  justify  us  in  the  belief  that  a  corresponding 
period  will  witness  a  corresponding  improvement  in  every  depart- 
ment:

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

During  the  present  management,  we  have  put  in  6,563  feet  of  side- 
tracks, at  various  points  along  the  line  of  your  Road,  the  same  being 
demanded  by  the  growing  traffic.  More  are  still  needed,  and  will  be 
put  in,  as  it  is  our  desire  and  intention  to  furnish  every  possible  fa- 
cility, consistent  with  prudence,  to  our  patrons,  to  enable  them  to 
make  their  shipments  with  expedition  and  economy.  To  this  end 
we  purchased  and  put  in  fifty  tons  of  steel  rails  last  fall,  and  have  ne- 
gotiated for  the  purchase  of  t\v<  nty-five  tons  more  of  steel  rails,  which 
will  be  used  during  the  coming  fall. 

We  have  had  erected  at  Newbern  a  substantial  and  commodious 
car-shed,  which  has  been  greatly  needed,  as  exposure  to  the  weather 
had  seriously  damaged  our  passenger  coaches,  affecting  their  appear- 
ance as  well  as  their  usefulness,  and  necessitating  constant  overhauling. 

During  the  past  year,  we  purchased  two  first-class  passenger 
coaches,  which  in  comfort  and  appearance  are  equal  to  any  in  the 
State. 

We  have  contracted  for  the  construction  at  LaGrange  of  a  comfort- 
able waiting-room,  baggage-room  and  telegraph  office,  which  will  be 
completed  as  early  as  practicable.  This  is  a  need  long  felt,  and  will 
add  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  citizens  of  that 
thriving  town. 

The  facilities  for  shipping  at  Newbern  are  not  adequate  for  our  re- 
quirements, and  it  is  our  desire  to  make  suitable  arrangements  to 
ship  rough  lumber  from  Morehead  City,  where  we  have  abundant 
room  and  ample  facilties  to  do  a  large  business,  with  satisfaction  to 
us  and  to  our  patrons.  We  are  having  the  Morehead  City  wharf 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired,  and  we  are  using  pine  poles 
from  our  forests,  at  a  moderate  cost,  in  preference  to  the  creosoted 
piling,  which  is  very  expensive,  and  not  as  durable  as  we  had  reason 
to  hope. 

Our  local  business  is  very  satisfactory  and  is  increasing  year  by 
year.  The  current  year  thus  far  has  been  most  unfavorable  to  the 
farmer,  especially  to  those  engaged  in  raising  truck.  In  consequence  of 
the  immense  shipments  from  the  Southern  States  bordering  the  Atlan- 
tic seaboard,  the  great  cities  of  the  North  were  completely  overstocked, 
prices  rapidly  declined,  and  connecting  lines  refused  to  receive  our 
shipments,  as  they  were  unable  to  handle  them  at  terminal  points;  in 
consequence  of  which  we  lost  a  large  amount  of  freight. 

Our  ai'rangements  with  connecting  lines  are  satisfactory,  and  we  are 
working  harmoniously  with  them. 

The  road  bed  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  bridges,  trestles, 
and  culverts  are  in  good  condition  and  absolutely  safe.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  put  in  more  than  40,000  cross  ties,   at  a   cost   of

about  $10,000.  Nearly  all  of  these  ties  are  heart-pine,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  it  will  be  many  years  before  it  will  be  necessary  to  disturb 
them.  We  think  that  the  advantage  of  using  such  ties  is  abundantly 
manifest  in  the  solidity  of  the  road  bed. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvements  will  soon 
make  an  inspection  of  your  Road,  over  its  entire  length,  and  we  trust 
that  they  will  find  that  our  report  as  to  its  physical  condition  is  cor- 
rect in  every  pai'ticular. 

All  suits  which  were  pending  at  your  last  meeting  have  been  termi- 
nated, and  where  judgments  were  obtained  they  have  been  paid. 

For  further  and  more  detailed  information,  we  refer  you  to  the 
reports  of  the  officers  of  the  several  departments.

Report  of  Finance  Committee. 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  Railroad  Company: 
The  Committee  of  Finance  submits  the  following  report: 
Your  Committee  attended  regularly  at  the  office  of  the  Company 
and  examined  in  detail  the  books,  accounts,  and  vouchers  of  the 
Treasurer  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1892,  and  found  them 
neatly  and  correctly  kept,  and  all  disbursements  evidenced  by  ap- 
proved vouchers. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  total  amount  of  money  that  came 
into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending  Jnne  30th,  1892, 

from  all  sources,  was    $  181,923  79

Making  total  to  be  accounted  for $  202,524  84

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  further  say  that,  as  evidenced  by  the 
books,  the  financial  condition  of  your  property  has  very  materially 
improved  in  the  last  three  years.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present 
administration  three  years  ago  there  was  a  floating  debt  of  $56,115.98 
Today  there  is  a  floating  debt  of  about  $1,100,  with  a  cash  balance  in 
the  Treasury  of  $43,488.51  and  bills  receivable  amounting  to 
$12,149.61 — making  net  cash  assets  or  its  equivalent  of  $54,538.13. 
We  note  also  that  there  has  been  extraordinary  expenditures  during 
this  period  (from  the  receipts  of  the  road),  amounting  to  $57,188.27; 
said  amount  was  used  for  permanent  improvements,  such  as  new  en- 
gines, new  passenger  coaches,  parlor  car,  steel  rails,  new  depot  build- 
ings, car  sheds,  etc.  We  find  also  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
taxes  in  the  last  twelve  months   of  $3,094.07. 

Expenses  have  been  reduced  materially,  and  your  interest  has  been 
carefully  looked  after,  and  we  can  but  congratulate  you  in  having  a 
wise  and  efficient  management. 

Officials,  subordinates  as  ay  ell  as  the  head,  have  carefully,  cautious- 
ly and  zealously  managed  your  property,  and  as  a  result  it  is  in  better 
financial  condition  than  it  has  been  for  many  years  past.

SYNOPSIS. 

Engines: 

Are  in  fair  condition,  with  the  exception  of  engine  .6,  which  is  only 
nsed  in  yard  service  and  not  worth  the  expenses  of  any  extensive  re- 
pairs. Engines  Nos.  2  and  8  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and 
repainted — No.  8  equipped  with  new  air  brake  for  passenger  service. 
The  cost  of  repairs  on  engines  for  the  12  months  is  $5,140.05.  Oils 
grease  ftud  waste  $552.76.  Fuel  $6,298.86.  "Wood  and  water  stations 
$115  30.  Engineers,  firemen  and  cleaners  $6,032.95.  Total  $18,- 
139.92. 

Passenger  Cars: 

Are  in  very  fair  condition.  We  have  one  parlor,  four  first-class,  four 
second- class,  three  third-class  and  three  baggage  and  mail  cars. 
Coaches  10,  11,  15  and  baggage  car  13  have  been  repaired  and  re- 
painted. Coach  8  is  now  in  the  repair  shops.  Cost  of  passenger 
cars  for  repairs,  oils,  waste,  etc.,  for  the  12  months  is  $2,425.57.  Car 
cleaning  and  inspecting  $268.71.     Light  $57.30.     Total  $2,751.58. 

Freight  Cars: 

Are  in  fair  condition  after  a  year  of  unusually  severe  service.  We 
have  built  1  box  and  2  platform  cars  of  40,000  lbs.  capacity  at  a  cost 
of  $1,291.49  and  have  a  majority  of  the  material  on  hand  for  one  more 
platform  car.  We  have  45  box,  2  fish,  7  coal,  35  platform  and  4  shanty 
cars.  13  of  the  platform  cars  are  only  used  for  light  loads,  16,000  lbs., 
and  23  of  40,000  lbs.  capacity.  Cost  of  material  and  labor  for  repairs, 
waste,  oils,  etc.,  $1,777.68.  Car  inspecting  $268.70.  Total  cost  of 
freight  cars  and  shanties  is  $3,337.87. 

Shops,  Machinery  and  Buildings: 

The  machinery,  tools,  patterns,  buildings,  etc.,  are  in  fair  condition. 
Have  ei'ected  a  new  passenger  car  shed  232  feet  long  and  30  feet  wide  to 
accomodate  8  coaches  at  New  Bern  at  a  cost  of  $971.91.  Also  fitted 
up  waiting  rooms  and  ticket  office  at  Kinston  at  a  cost  of  $348.08. 
The  cost  of  new  tools  and  repairs  on  tools,  patterns,  machinery,  fuel 
for  shops,  stores,  wages  of  master  mechanic,  time  and  storekeeper, 
stationary  engineer,  watchmen,   etc.,   is   $3,272.42.     Total  $4,592.41.

Dear  Sir: — I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  work 
done  on  .Road  Bed,  Bridges,  Culverts,  Depot  Grounds  and  Buildings 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1892:

There  has  been  put  in  track: — 41,357  Cross  Ties;  56  kegs  Spikes; 
50  tons  Steel  Rails;  3  pairs  Switch  Points. 

The  Gravel  Train  was  in  service  about  three  months.  266  car  loads 
sand  were  placed  in  needed  places  on  track  between  Newport  and 
Morehead  City;  75  car  loads  from  Newport  to  Mallison's;  100  car 
loads  on  street  at  New  Berne;  12  car  loads  on  track  east  of  Tusca- 
rora;  37  car  loads  on  street  at  Kinston;  75  car  loads  from  Neuse 
River  to  Falling  Creek ;     30  car  loads  from  Falling  Creek  to  LaGrange. 

A  canal  8  feet  wide  and  1,000  feet  long  was  cut  at  Neuse  Crossing 
and  one  mile  of  ditching  has  been  done  on  Sections  3  and  7.  Several 
miles  of  ditching  is  needed  on  Sections  4  and  5. 

The  sewers  on  streets  at  New  Berne  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  newly  covered,  and  three  sand  wells  put  in  to  facilitate  the  drainage. 

All  bridges  and  culverts  have  had  necessary  repairs  and  I  pro- 
nounce them  good.  Water  tanks  are  in  good  condition.  Warehouse 
platforms  at  Goldsboro  and  Kinston  need  some  repairs.  The  pier 
shed  at  New  Berne  needs  extensive  repairs.  The  road  bed  is  much 
improved  and  in  safe  condition.  Tools  on  various  sections  are  in  fair 
condition.     35,000  ties  will  be  needed  the  coming  year.
